Ducker fell out 
"■^S^hen the buggy struck the obstruc- 
tion and the horse continued down 
the street to Virginia and Miss Ad- 
ams jumped out as the horse was 
turning at the postoffice to go to 
Golay & Hurt's livery stable. 

The case of the Commonwealth vs. 
Rob. Wood, charged with writing 
a threatening letter to Lewis Daw- 
son, col., Feb. 11, was called yester- 
day and trial entered into. The fol- 
lowing jury was made up from the 
ji, regular panel:

Good Name of Kentucky 
Endangered. 



Carlisle. Ky., March 22.-A band 
of masked and hearily armed night 
riders shot and killed Hiram Hedges 
on the doorstep of his home, where 
he stood and pleaded with them to go 
away, about 1 o'clock. According 
to the statement of C. H. Hedges, 
son of the murdered man, there 
were about seventy-five men in the 
party. 

Young Hedges says that he 
awakened by some one throwing 
rocks against the house. His father 
came into his room, carrying a shot- 
gun and said: "Son there are too 
many of them out there' for me to 
fight." The two then went to the 
front door, the father leaving 
his gun. He opened the door and 
inquired of the men what they 
wanted. He was told to step out on 
the porch, which he did. They then 
ordered him to come out onto the 
steps and he again complied, 
want to say to you he said, "that I 
have never done anything but what 
was right toward the society. I 
have planted one bed and intended 
planting another, but if you will go 
away and do no harm I will plow up 
the bed I intended planting and nev- 
er put canvas on the other. It may 
be a joke you coming here, but I 
wish you would go away." 

At this juncture, a shot was fired. 
Hedges cried, "I am shot," and 
staggered back into the house. His 
son put him on a bed and returned to 
the door. One of the riders asked 
"Where's the old man"? "He is 
shot"replied the young son. Several 
exclaimed that they did not believe 
it. Young Hedges asked some of 
them to leave their guns and come 
in and see. Six of them came to the 
house, three entering and the others 
standing guard at the door. Those 
who entered came out and reported 
that Hedges was shot. The gang 
then road away up the Lexington 
and Maysville turnpike. 

Hedges never spoke after being 
placed on the bed and died about 
2 o'clock. He received a charge of 
No. 6 bird shot in the left side. 



Iu Other Bluegrass Counties. 

As the result of a warning, J. H: 
Nichols, a prominent farmer of 
Bourbon plowed up his tobacco 
bed and declared he would raise no 
tobacco. The warning which 
found tacked on his barn, was 
burned around the edges and spotted 
with red ink, indicating fire and 
blood, and read as follows: "Un- 
less you destroy your tobacco bed, 
hell will be to play." 

Night riders in Mercer visited the 
farm of Judge B. F. Roach, near 
Harrodsburg, and tore the can- 
vas from two tobecco beds. The 
beds were torn up so that it will be 
impossible to get plants with- 
out resowing, and this, Judge Roach 
Jeclares, will not be done. The beds 
had been sown by a tenant on the 

farm. 

Oscar V. Fry, superintendent of 
te S. W. Booker farm, Shelby 
county, which is located near the 
scene of the burned Ellis honjf has 
signified hU intention of re iiig 
from the farm- Mrs. Fry can v to 
Eminence this morning and Mr. 

All the 
negro hands and tenants on the farm 
left the place immediately after the 
burning of the Ellis home.

acterizing the situation in Kentucky 
as regards night riding as a crisis in 
the history of the Commonwealth, 
and calling upon all true citizens to 
rouse themselves and organize for 
the defense of property and the hon- 
or of their State, the Law and Or- 
der League of Kentucky last even- 
ing issued an address to the citizens 
of Kentucky. The manuscript, the 
preparation of which was directed 
by resolution, was prepared by 
Judge Alex. P. Humphrey , and has 
been, or will be, scattered broad- 
cast over the whole State. • 
Address to Kentuckians. 

The text of the address to the 
public is as follows: 

Fellow-citizens of Kentucky:— A 
crisis has arisen in the history of 
Kentucky which demands the beat 
thought, the highest patriotism, the 
sternest resolution on the part of 
honest and law-abiding citizens. The 
patriotism of Kentuckians has led 
them to respect and to obey the law; 
courage and honor have led them to 
defend and to enforce it at the ex- 
pense of fortune and of life. The 
result has been peace with honor, 
Throughout the State men have 
felt safe in their homes, in their 
property, in their persons; especially 
have they felt secure against secret 
assault and against mob violence. 

Every citizen who reads or hears, 
knows the details of recent occur- 
rences. They are too humiliating 
and disgraceful to the State and to 
her people to be rehearsed. The 
men engaged in such work are not 
Kentuckians, or they are renegade 
Kentuckians. They have renounced 
every virtue of the Kentuckian; his- 
honor, his courage, his patriotism, 

Fellow-citizens, we call upon you 
to organize for the defense of youi 
homes, your persons, for defense of 
the persons and homes of your 
neighbors, for defense of the honor 
of your State. Organize public 
opinion in your city and your coun- 
ty. This, if done in a spirit of true 
patriotism, will be effective. At 
present this seems to be the most ef- 
fective method of redress. Organ- 
ize. Let all who violate the law 
know that you are organized to up- 
hold the law; to enforce justice; to 
force your law officers to do their 
duty regardless of who may suffer. 
Give all to know that you are or- 
ganized to suppress lawlessness from 
whatever quarter or in whatever 
form it may come; above all, that 
you are resolved to rid your State of 
the disgrace and dishonor inflicted 
upon her by midnight assaults of 
masked men upon defenseless peo- 
ple. 

Not only the honor of your State, 
but her material inteiests, demand 
action, firm, resolute and general, 
on the part of all good citizens. The 
injury done and threatened is incal- 
culable. It is irreparable except by 
the force of organized public 
ion and action. 

The immediate formation of law 
and order leagues in every city and 
county is earnestly urged and the 
co-operation uf the State organiza- 
tion is pledged to the furtherance of 
such a plan. Blank forms will be 
supplied by the secretary.

Through the Eyea of ■ Grand Forks 
Citizen. 

In an article ou the gft« situation I 

Grand Forks, N. D.. Light quotes 1 
J. Janey, n jiromiueut real estate ma 
of that city, aa follows: 

"As a real estate man and :i tnembst 
of the real estate board I did not vote 
at the recent meeting of the board for 
the Ixsue of the $2,000,000 bonds for 
the purpose of buying the gas plant, 
anil I stated at that time to the board 
that I was opposed to the ownership 
by the city of the gas plant. 

"I think that we have one too many 
of our city utilities already managed 
and operated by a committee of 
city council. Our experience with the 
water business as It Is managed by 
our council committee Is not one which 
would make it desirable for us to pli 
any other utility in the hands of 
other such committee. The differei 
between management by the cout 
committee and management by a | 
vate corporation Is simply this: 

"The council committee are grinding 
their axes and making use of It for 
their political Interests, whereas a pri 
vate corporation has dollars invested 
and looks at it only In the way of 
business enterprise, which It la willing 
to push in any way where It can see 
Increase of Income. One is using it for 
Influence and the other to 

tarn 

"If yon want a water main put In 
and apply to the city for It you are 
lucky if you get it inside of three or 
four years. If you want n gas main 
put in and apply to the gas company 
for it, the company will have the main 
In in time to deliver you gas when 
your house is finished. 

"I should very much like to hai 
option on the city water plant at the 
cost of reproducing the same ns it is 
today, and if I had it I could withl: 
four mouths place It with reliable pai 
ties who would agree to sell water at 
a less rnte than we are now paying 
and who would not nsk semloccasiona 
ly that the city tax itself In order t 
enlarge the plant, build reservoirs and 
filtration plants. They would simpl: 
look at these matters as to whether 
they would pay for putting In, and If 
they found it would increase their 
come they would raise the money 
themselves for the improvements.

OFFICIAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Ohio Hat Been Robbed by Ita Officials 
For Yaara. 

The state bureau of accounting Is 
giving us something new to f" 
about. It relates to extravagance In 
office and specifies the purchnse of sup- 
plies, particularly stationery, as the 
direction which this extravagance has 
taken. Our news columns have been 
giving full particulars, Bhowlng that 
the people have been robbed of thou- 
sands of dollars by this excessive and 
needless expenditure of the public 
funds. It has been discovered that 
conspiracies have been formed by coun- 
ty officers for "rakeoffs" from needless 
purchases. And the evidence Is so 
plain that the officers have hustled 
return the money. This occurred in 
Adams county, but we are Informed 
by the bureau that this form of graft 
covers the state. 

It Is an alarming condition— to see 
how many public officers steal from 
those who have trusted tbem. We say 
"steal," for that is what it Is, and It Is 
hoped that the prosecuting attorneys 
will not permit it to pass for anything 
else. A man who will make a $500 
purchase and rake off $100 from the 
price paid Is as sure a thief as any a 
behind the bars In the penitentiary. 

We must throw away our soft gloves 
and handle things as they are or this 
country will go to the dogs. It Is 
■Imply the loss of the money, but the 
spirit In which the extravagance 
committed is as fatal as treason, 
runs down through the arteries of 
public and private life like strychnine 
through the blood. 

It should be the doctrine of our pub- 
lic service that extravagance and need- 
less expenditure la a crime— that offi- 
cial life is corrupt to the extent that 
it expends the public money beyond 
what is necessary to properly perform 
the public duty. That is the ideal that 
need lu the public service, and it la 
hoped the bureau of public accounting 
will keep on until that ideal becomes 
regnant in the official life.-Ohlo State 
Journal.

FOR eighteen years Christopher 
Columbus cherished the drenin 
or finding Inud to the west. This 
time wus spout iu Ineffectual n't 
tempts to get money for the undertak- 
ing. Almost every sovereign of Eu- 
rope wns appealed to In vain. Foor, 
friendless, u I most alone, regarded by 
many as Insane, Columbus met rebuff 
after rebuff, but would not give up bis 
dream. Finally he appealed to Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella of Spain. Ferdinand 
was not eouvlnced, but Isabella was 
more favorably inclined and In the end 
went so far as to pawn her owu Jew- 
els for the enterprise. 

With the fitting out of his expedl 
tlon the troubles of the great discov- 
erer were not ended. When twenty 
days or more out in an unknown 
hfs sailors begau to murmur, urging 
him to turn back. At last the mur- 
muring broke out into open mutiny. 
Still the bold navigator would not give 
up. Quelling the mutiny with whnt- 
ever measures were necessary, he 
promised a reward to the first sailor 
who discovered land, At last the voy- 
age wns ended, and a goal greater that 

In all history there are few more In 
spiring examples of faith than that of 
Columbus. He hud only his own ideal 
to support him. Every one else doubt- 
ed it. Nearly a score of years passed, 
In which every attempt to realize his 
dream met with failure. It Is won- 
derful that doubt tlld not assail hla 
own heart. His was a faith. If not to 
remove mountains, at least to bring 
new worlds Into view. So great were 
his troubles that they made him white 
headed at thirty. They pursued him 
even to the end of his life. At one 
time he was thrown Into prison, 
nearly all times he was 
stood. Saddest of all, be died without 
knowing that he had found two new 
continents and that his humble trip 
across the sea would open a new eru 
In the history of mankind.

Clarksville, Tenn.,March 23.— The 
management of the Meriwether 
branch of the American Tobacco 
Company, situated in this city, an- 
nounces that the local plant will be 
closed down on April 1 and a factory 
opened in Nashville. This concern 
manufactures twist tobacco and em- 
ploys about 150 people with a pay 
roll of about $1,000 a week. 

Until four years ago it was operat- 
ed as an independent plant, when it 
was purchased by the Continental 
Tobacco Company, which consolidat- 
ed with the American Tobacco Com- 
pany. No reason is given for clos- 
ing the plant.

YOUNGEST OF 
SENATORS DEAD. 



Bore The Same Name as 
Wm. J. Bryan, the Demo- 
cratic Leader. 



Washington, March 22.— United 
States Senator William James Bry- 
an, of Florida, died at the Provi- 
dence Hospital at 8:30 o'clock this 
ning of typhoid fever. It was 
only seventy-three days since he 
took his seat as the successor of the 
the late Senator Stephen R. Mallory, 
who died December 23, and thirty- 
three days of that time was spent 
in his fight against disease. Several 
times during Mr. Bryan's illness his 
friends despaired of his recovery, 
but as late as last night the report 
was given out that his condition had 
taken a turn for the better. His 
death today, therefore, came as 
surprise and a distinct shock. 

In Mr. Bryan, the Senate loses the 
the seventh member by death since 
the adjournment of the Fifty-ninth 
Congress on March 4th, a year ago. 
They were the two late Senators 
from Alabama, Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Pettus; Mr. Mallory, of Florida; Mr. 
Latimer, of South Carolina; Mr. 
Proctor, of Vermont; Mr. Whyte, of 
Maryland, and Mr. Bryan. Curious- 
ly the last two were the oldest and 
the youngest members of the body. 
Mr. Whyte was 34 years old an Mr. 
Bryan less than 32.

Chicago, March 20.— It became 
known yesterday that sensational 
letters threatening a novel and hid- 
eous form of assassination have been 
received lately by Mayor Husae.

The writer said he was one of a 
number of persons banded together 
t* kill the Mayor and other officials. 
.A revolver, he said, had been con- 
structed to shoot cartridges com- 
posed of steel points, samples which 
were inclosed. 

The shooting would be noiseless 
and the steel points, the writer said, 
-were dipped in deadly poison. Bj 
Means of this gun a dose of fata! 
poison could be shot into the sys- 
tem of the intended victim and death 
■would ensue at once.
